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Reports Can't Win the War 

Government reports and questionaires have become 
a heavy burden on war production industries according 
to a survey just completed by the National Association of 
Manufacturers. During the past three months 84 com- 
panies were obliged to complete 3,479 reports to various 
agencies of the Government and 495,480 valuable man- 
hours were consumed in the process. 

In one company alone, six separate departments or 
divisions spend either full or part time on the compila- 
tions of reports for the Federal Government. Each year 
this company has been called upon to complete 545 reports 
of 66 different types for 12 different Federal Government 
agencies, in addition to the 478 other reports required by 
the state, county and city governments — a total of 1,023 
reports a year. 

As each report covers from 1 to 20 pages and varies 
from 10 to 100 questions, it is evident that the Govern- 
ment is drawing off a lot of productive war time to say

What do war material producers think of this 
avalanche of "hurry-up" reports that keep piling up" on 
them almost every hour of the day? What would you 
think if you were trying to prepare Thanksgiving dinner 
for a big family and you were called to the door every 
few minutes to answer the questions of house-to-house 

canvassers?

Japanese efforts to dislodge the marines from Guadalcanal and obtain 
possession of this strategic link in the Solomon islands chain have taken a 
three-pronged pincer movement, according to military experts. Posses- 
sion of Guadalcanal by the Americans provides a springboard for further 
offensive action against the Japs. 
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SOLOMONS: 

AlhOut Struggle 

Good news balanced bad as the 
navy made public accounts of thun- 
derous encounters between Ameri- 
can and Jap war craft. 

On the credit side was the report 
that five Nipponese warships and a 
transport had been sunk in a mid- 
night battle near the Solomons. In- 
cluded in the sinking were a heavy 
Jap cruiser, four destroyers and a 
transport. In addition, another de- 
stroyer was reported probably sunk, 
three cruisers torpedoed and bombed 
and 15 aircraft destroyed. 

On the debit side was the somber 
tidings that three heavy American 
cruisers had been sent to the bottom 
of the Pacific in a night engagement 
during the first phase of the Solomon 
islands offensive last August. An- 
nouncement of the sinkings had 
been withheld as a military precau- 
tion. The cruisers were the Quincy, 
Vincennes and Astoria. 

The struggle for naval supremacy 
in the area was accompanied by en- 
gagements in the air and on land for 
control. On strategic Guadalcanal 
proper, the marine defenders had 
been re-enforced by U. S. army 
units. Offsetting this added Ameri- 
can strength, the Japs had landed 
re-enforeements of their own, cov- 
ered by heavy naval concentrations. 
Continued possession of their posi- 
tions including the Guadalcanal air 
base by the U. S. forces meant that 
a heavy gun was thrust in the ribs 
of Japan's positions to the north and 
east. 

WILLKIE: 

Persistent Advocate 

Back from a 31,000-mile aerial 
tour of 14 countries in the war zone, 
including embattled Russia, the 
Middle East, India and China, Wen-, 
dell L. Willkie reiterated a demand 
for a second front in Europe. He 
had made this demand frequently 
during his tour. 

Reporting personally to President 
Roosevelt the results of his obser- 
vations and of conferences with Jo- 
seph Stalin, Chiang Kai-shek and 
other Allied leaders, Willkie empha- 
sized his conviction that the United 
Nations inevitably will defeat the 
Axis and that "Germany will never 
crush Russia." 

In an interview later the 1940 Re- 
publican presidential candidate de- 
fended his right as a non-military 
expert to advance proposals which 
he believes will help shorten the 
war, reduce its cost in human life 
and help shape a better post-war 
world. 

EMPLOYMENT: 

To Reach 62,500,000 

Eventual employment of 02,500,000 
Americans in all lines of industry, 
commorce and agriculture by De- 
cember, 1013, was predicted by the 
National Industrial Conference 
board. 

The board reported that current 
employment figures were 57,700,000 
with the total moving steadily up- 
ward. 

Rise in employment in the past 
12 months has been 4,000,000, while 
10,000,000 have been added to pay- 
rolls since the defense program was 

undertaken in 1940.

18-19 DRAFT: 
Oldsters Go Home? 

Symbolic of the nation's united de- 
termination to prosecute the war 
vigorously was the swift congres- 
sional action which followed Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's radio recommen- 
dation that the minimum draft age 
be lowered to 18. 

A larger and younger army, fit 
to cope with the exhausting de- 
mands of modern combat was en- 
visioned by Gan. George C. Marsh- 
all, U. S. chief of staff, as a result 
of making youths 18 and 19 years 
old eligible to fight. The army's 
goal is 7,500,000 by the end of 1943, 
compared with an enlisted strength 
of 4,250,000 at present. There are 
2,000,000 men in the 18-19 category, 
it was estimated, of whom 1,500,000 
would be physically fit. About 100,- 
000 men will become 18 during each 
month next year. 

Declaring that some of the older 
men already inducted are a burden 
on the army because of physical 
handicaps and their lack of training, 
General Marshall said that many of 
these men may have to be dis- 
charged from the army. 

ROOSEVELT: 

Outlines Manpower Plan 

Reviewing the war effort at home 
and abroad, President Roosevelt 
outlined for the American people the 
harsh necessities that face the na- 
tion in the future and proclaimed 
that the United States is winning 
the battle of transportation and pro- 
duction. 

In unequivocal words the Presi- 
dent recommended that 18 and 19- 
ycar-old youths be drafted for mili- 
tary service. He warned, too, that 
compulsory allocation of manpower 
to war industries and agriculture 
might become necessary. 

Recommending a program to ease 
the manpower situation, Mr. Roose- 
velt urged: a virtual freeze of work- 
ers to their jobs; a system to "stop 
employers from stealing labor from 
one another"; a system to use "old- 
er men, handicapped people, more 
women and even grown boys and 
girls wherever possible; elimination 
of nonwar enterprise by measures to 
"stop the wastage of labor in all 
non-essential activities." 

RUSSIA: 

Nazi's New Strategy 

Hitler's new Continental strategy 
of consolidation and defense was 
evident in tactical moves centering 
on the Soviet front. As the Russian 
winter approached, Nazi attacks in 
the key Stalingrad sector and in the 
Mozdok area of the Caucasus were 
described as minor compared to the 
tumultuous battles which had 
rocked the Soviet Union for five 
months. 

The Russian relief army that had 
edged down from the north of Stalin- 
grad through the German left flank 
was reported making continued 
progress. Communiques revealed 
that American-made tanks were be- 
ing used by the advancing Reds. 

News from the Caucasus was 
more favorable to the Russians. 
Fighting time as well as the attack- 
ing Reds, the Nazis around Moz- 
dok were slowed down in their drive 
to the nearby Grozny oil fields.

AIRCRAFT OUTPUT: 

Approaches 60,000 

President Roosevelt's goal of an 
annual airplane production of GO, 000 
planes this year is being ap- 
proached, the aeronautical chamber 
of commerce revealed. 

Reporting that monthly plane pro- 
duction was pressing at 5,000, the 
chamber noted that more than 4 bil- 
lion dollars worth of airplanes, en- 
gines and propellers will bo pro- 
duced in 1942. 

"From the standpoint of num- 
bers," the report said, "it is esti- 
mated that what was once a year's 
production of combat planes is roll- 
ing out of the American aircraft 
plants in a single week." 

As production mounts, quality im- 
proves, the report stated. "Despite 
the stellar performance of Amer- 
ica's combat planes," it said, "the 
aircraft manufacturers, are perfect- 
ing new and improved types which 
can fly higher, travel faster and 
spray more lead and destruction 
than the models presently in serv- 
ice." 

TIRES: 
Limit Is Five 

The four tires they drove on. plus 
a spare for emergencies were all 
that American motorists could legal- 
ly possess, as tho U. S. government 
began acquiring excess civilian 
tires. The government was paying 
ceiling prices of from $1.50 to $11.15 
for used tires, depending on the 
amount of tread. 

Although the tire sale was volun- 
tary, officials of the Office of Price 
Administration warned that car 
owners with more than five tires 
would be denied gasoline rations 
when the nation-wide registration 
took place November 9. Fines of 
$10,000 and prison terms of 10 years 
faced those who falsified their tire 
statements in applying for gasoline 
rations. 

The government asked each mo- 
torist to keep the five best tires he 
had. Owners of two cars were told 
to keep 10 tires, five for each. The

ENEMY ALIENS: 
Italians Lose Stigma 

Significant of the breach which the 
United Nations hope to effect be- 
tween the Italian people and their 
Nazi mentors was Attorney General 
Biddle's action in freeing 600,000 
Italian nationals in this country from 
the stigma of "enemy aliens." The 
ban still applied to German and Jap 
aliens. 

Italian aliens had earned this rec- 
ognition, Biddlc said,, because of

made in meeting the test of loyalty 
to American ways and traditions 
since the attack on Pearl Harbor."

"dangerous or disloyal." But he 
explained that the general regula- 



tions affecting enemy aliens, specif- 
ically Germans and Japanese, would 
no longer pertain to Italians. 

LABOR: 

1\ lore 'Farm Union 9 ? 

Extension of his attempt to union- 
ize agricultural labor was announced 
by John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America in 
a statement at the close of the or- 
ganization's convention in Cincin 
nati. 

"There are millions more to or- 
ganize, clamoring for organization,' 
he said. "Great segments of agri- 
culture are knocking at the door o.' 
the UMW for help toward becoming 
free and independent citizens," 

While Lewis' statement soundei. 
optimistic, observers recalled thai 
his previous efforts to unionize dairy 
workers in a number of states had 
failed signally.

Charles Burralh Pike estate. Houser 
•testified that 'he was qualified as an 
expert because of his experience in 
writing financial stories for news- 
papers. His report on security valua- 
tions submitted was a carbon copy of 
I' the expert findings of his fellow in- 
vestigator, Harold Pfister, Republican 
committeeman in precinct IS, Deer- 
field township. Pfister, who is an ac- 
countant, also received $1,050 for his 
■work. 

Attorney Jack Pucin, candidate for 
committeeman in Waukcgan precinct 
26, lastVspring, and member of an in- 
fluential (North Chicago family which 
supported %. Judge Persons, received 
$.1,200 for, his work. .Pucin- in his writ-

$1,050.00 for Hauser 

Mauser's $1,050 fee as a real estate 
and securities expert takes on added 
significance in view of the fact that 
former Congressman Church has been 
quoting Judge Persons* decision in 
the Johns-Manvillc case. Church is 
campaigning against Corporatoin 
Counsel Bairstow, Democratic candi- 
date for congress. Hauser, it is reported 
cd, has been actively campaigning ior 
Judge Persons as well as for Church. 
The close political association of the 
Church, Barrett, and Persons forces 
began just before the spring primary 
campaign opened, it is reported. 



John (Pickles) Andracki, precinct 
committeeman, Waukcgan 29, whose 
speakeasy was a rendezvous of politi- 
cians during prohibition days, but who 
failed to dp well in the tavern 
business after repeal, and now is a 
machinist, was active in behalf of 
Judge Persons and .Ralph Church in 
the primary. His reward of $200 came 
in the George Tracy Buckingham es- 
tate. He also took a leading part in 
the unsuccessful attempt to defeat 
G.O. P., Chairman; iMarks and to put' a 
man friendly to the Barrett faction 
in his place. 

Superb Timing 

A partial answer to the question as 
to why Doolen failed to. carry Zion 
in the primary by a larger majority — 
where apparently he was a heavy fav- 
orite — may ibe gained from a study 
of the court record. Only five days be- 
fore the primary two Zion politicians, 
LcRoy J; Pcacy, a salesman who takes 
a leading part in the Zion Passion 
play, and Lester Baughman,.a plumb- 
ing estimator,* 'were inspired by an 
overwhelming "-zeal to nominate Judge 
Persons. Said, zeal, according to the 
court, records, was inspired by the fact 
that Judge Persons approved fees of 
$625 for Peacy and $525 for Baugh- 
man for services as real estate and 
securities "experts" in the appraisal 
of the estate of Julia VV, Fisher. The 
record does not show the date of their 
appointment.. 

In the Blanche C. Davis estate, 
Joseph C. Grana, Republican commit- 
teeman in Precinct 19, Waukcgan, 
drew a fee of $85 as "an investigator 
of values." 

$325 For Supervisor 

Another interesting example, ac- 
cording to investigators, is the Fannie 
Atteridge estate case. William Wit- 
ten, a member of the Lake County 
board of supervisors from Deerfield 
township, and a precinct committce- 
nia'n, drew a fee of $325 as a "real 
estate evaluator." 

Lawrence Bidinger, a committeeman 
in precinct 13, Waukcgan; received 
$325 as an "investigator" in the same 
case. Bidinger has been in the navy 
since last April. The Atteridge case 
was filed in June and the fees were 
allowed in August. During this period, 
Bidinger was stationed outside of Illi- 
nois. 

In the majority of the above men- 
tioned cases and in the many others 
which have not been discussed in de- 
tail, there are .no reports to be found 
in the county clerk's office as to the! 
nature of the work-done by these "ex- 
perts" or any statement as to the .na- 
ture of their services which would jus- 
tify the fees allowed by the court.

STEPS TOWARD SOLUTION OF 
THE ALCOHOL PROBLEM 

LESSON TEXT— Ecclcsiaslca 10:17; Amos 
8:21-24; Romans 14:19-21 II Corinthians 
6:17: X Peter 4:1-5. 

GOLDEN TEXT— Let Judgment run down 
as waters, and righteousness as a- mighty 
stream.— Amos 6:24. 
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Let's do something about it I That 
is the right word regarding the 
liquor problem now. The time is 
past for theorizing or deploring— we 
need action. The liquor interests 
have redoubled their efforts of late 
because they fear the aroused pub- 
lic opinion of decent Americans. 
Why do not America's 65,000,000 
church members say the word now, 
and curb this awful thing which is 
threatening to destroy us? 

I. Right-Minded Rulers (Ecclcs. 
10:17). 

National leaders should set the 
example for the people— an example 
of sobriety, of cloar-headed thought 
and full devotion to the cause of 
our country. Are they doing it? 
We quote: "Washington is the wet- 
test spot in the nation. The per 
capita consumption of alcohol in the 
District of Columbia is almost twice 

fthat of the wettest state in the 
Union. In 1940, 4.2G gallons were 
consumed for every man, woman 

• ind child. Nevada, the wettest of 
all our states, consumed 2.65 gal- 
lons per person. There at Washing- 
ton where they need the clearest 
heads, the steadiest nerves, and the 
highest morals, they are drinking 
the most booze" (Dr. 1. M. Hargett). 
What about 1942? Those who have 
been able to observe, indicate that 
conditions are probably worse now! 
The secretary of war and the sec- 
retary of the navy have insisted on 
the desirability of the sole of beer 
in service canteens. No wonder 
the Brewers' Digest of May, 1941, 
gloated: "One of the finest things 
that could hove happened was the 
insistence by high ranking ofTicers 
to make beer available in army 
camps . . . Here is a chance for 
the brewers to cultivate a taste for 
beer in millions of young men." 
America had better wake up! 

II. Right-Spirited People (Amos 
5:21-24). 

God has no pleasure in the re- 
ligious observances and the pious 
words of a people who profess to 
worship, but who come witli unre- 
pentant hearts and unclean hands. 

Can God bless the man (or his 
money) who profits either directly 
or indirectly from the sole of in- 
toxicants? Amos has the answer. 
Let us heed his plea that righteous- 
ness should run through our nation- 
al, as well as our personal lives, 
"as a mighty stream." 

III. Right • Living Christians 
(Rom. 14:19-21; II Cor. 6:17; I Pet. 
4:1-5). 

We have already suggested thai 
there are 65,000,000 church members 
in America. If they were all right- 
living Christians there can be little 
question that they would long since 
have eliminated the liquor business, 
for it is certainly most unchristian. 
Apparently they are either not real 
Christians, or they are asleep to 
their responsibility. Our Scriptures 
in this section tell us that in a true 
Christian life there is. 

1. No offense (Rom. 14:19-21). 
The question here is that of eating 
meat oiTcred to idols, which does not 
concern us; but the great Christian 
principle here stated is of the high- 
est importance and bears directly 
on our daily life. 

None of us lives to himself (Rom. 
14:7). Everything we do counts 
either for or against Christ. Such 
an ordinary (we regret) thing as 
staying away from church service 
speak:: to the world and especially 
to our neighbors of our loss of in 
teresl and respect for the worship 
of God. Apply that principle to the 
use of any alcoholic beverage, and 
every Christian must be a total ab- 
stainer. 

2. No Compromise (II. Cor. 6:17). 
We have come to the unscriptural 
and deeply dangerous viewpoint that 
if a Christian wants to compromise 
a bit with the world, the flesh and 
the devil, that's his "business." God 
does not think so. He says: "Come 
out from among them, and be ye 
separate." The weakness of the 
church on this matter of liquor is 
that too many of the 65,000,000 are 
guilty of the sin (and that's whin it 
is!) of compromise. 

3. No Worldliness (I Pet. 4:1-5). 
Here again the assumption of many 
is that there arc two groups in the 
church— worldly Christians and spir- 
itually minded ones, and. that each 
is as good as the other. Both classes 
are there, no doubt about that, but 
God never has and never will coun- 
tenance worldliness on the part of 
His people. 

Essentially, there are just two op- 
posing principles in this world— self- 
will and God's will. We are either 
controlled by the flesh or by the 
Spirit of God. Peter makes it clear 
that the one who claims to belong 
to Christ should no longer be con- 
trolled by self-will, but by God's 
will. Are wo ready, fellow Chris- 
tians, to yield to Him? 



Can Graduate 

From U. of 111. 
In Three Years 



Illinois high school seniors who 
enter the University of Illinois sum- 
mer quarter starting June 8, may 
receive their degrees in three years 
—June, 1945. 

Another feature is that by enter- 
ing in June, and attending all regu- 
lar sessions offered by the Univer- 
sity, a new student may by August, 
1943, complete two full years of 
work— thus attaining junior stand- 
ing, and qualifying for several 
courses offered by the Navy, which 
lead ultimately to commissions. 

The coming summer quarter at 
the University will begin June 8 and 
conclude August 29. Scholastic 
credit equal to that of one regular 
semester will be granted toward 
graduation. 

The regular semesters of 1942-43 
each will contain 15 weeks and two 
days of actual classroom instruction 
-and an eight-day final examination 
period. 

Activities of the first (Fall) semes- 
ter will begin Sept. 10 with Fresh- 
man Week and freshman registra-* 
tion. Instruction begins Sept. 16. 

The Thanksgiving recess extends 
from noon Nov. 25 to 1 p. m. Nov. 
30, and the Christmas holiday recess 
from noon Dec. 19 to 8 a. m. Jan. 
4. Final examinations are Jan. 15 
to 23. 

For the second semester, registra- 
tion will be Jan. 28 and Jan. 29. 
Instruction begins Feb. 1 and con- 
tinues without interruption to the 
final exam period, May 17 to 25. 
Commencement for 1943 is set for 
May 31. 

Dates for the 1943 Summer Quar- 
ter ore June 8 to August 28. 



U. of I. R.O.T.C. 
Trained 4,000 
Army Officers 

The University of Illinois is the 
military as well as the academic 
alma mater of some 4,000 men now 
in the military service of the 
United States. Every spring for 20 
years more than 200 second lieuten- 
ants have been commissioned in the 
army reserves from the University's 
Reserve OfTicers Training Corps, 

Officer training units such as this 
made possible the rapid expansion 
of the United States Army. But the 
University of Illinois gave military 
training to many more men than 
those commissioned. While the 
commissions went to the selected 
men who hod completed four years 
of military training, all men stu- 
dents in the University since it start- 
ed have received two years of such 
work. 

The R.O.T.C. cadet corps now 
numbers some 4,000 students, with 
3,400 of them in the basic two years 
and 600 in the advanced two years. 
This basic training makes all Illinois 
men potential officer material. 

The University R.O.T.C. is one of 
the largest in the nation. Because 
of its size and excellence, Gen. John 
J. Pershing years ago called the 
University of Illinois "the West 
Point of the West." That reputation 
has been upheld with jealousy. 

The University cadet corps is 74 
years old. It was organized in 1868 
when the institution was opened. To- 
day it is composed of six units: 
infantry, cavalry, engineers, signal 
corps, coast artillery (anti-aircraft), 
and field artillery (both horse-drawn 
and motorized). 



U. of 111. Physician 
Upsets Food Ideas 
For Healthy Livers 

Theories about the best foods to 
keep livers healthy have been com- 
pletely upset by experiments in the 
University of Illinois College of 
Medicine in Chicago. 

Evidence seern^ to prove that it 
is not sugars and starches, but pro- 
teins—meat, milk, eggs— which are 
most necessary for a healthy liver, 
according to Dr. R. W. Kccton and 
Dr. M. A. Spcllborg. 

Because sugars and starches con- 
tain a form of blood sugar which is 
stored in the liver, they have been 
previously thought beneficial to it, 
but the University of Illinois doctors 
found otherwise. They also found 
that fats arc detrimental to the liver. 

They concluded that "the preven- 
tion and treatment of liver diseases 
in human beings may be accom- 
plished by certain diets, especially 
those rich in proteins and vitamins, 
but low in toxic type of fat." 

They added that "our research 
furnished further evidence that so- 
called 'alcoholic' cirrhosis of the 
liver may not be due to alcohol at 
all, but rather to the neglect of the 
diet that is so common or;ong heavy 
drinkers." 



State U. Is 4th Largest 

The University of Illinois main- 
tained its place as the nation's 
fourth largest educational institution 
on the basis of full time resident en- 
rollment during the regular terms of 
1940-41 — the last complete academic 
year for which figures have been 
published. 

Illinois' full-time enrollment dur- 
ing the regular terms was 12,694. 
It was exceeded only by the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley, 
13,968; Minnesota, 13,484; and Co- 
lumbia, 13,072.
